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COMSAT junks 
Andover antenna 


COMSAT last Thursday dismantled 
the famous Andover-l horn antenna, 
which had become a tourist attraction in 
Andover since it was put into service in 
1964. 


The antenna was used‘to carry 


overseas satellite messages until recent- 
ly, when it was placed in standby service, 

COMSAT officials said it costs $165,000 
a year to maintain the antenna, which, 
they said, is too. obsolete.to justify 
rebuilding, 

Additionally, with the de-regulation of 
the communications industry, COMSAT 
no longer has a monopoly on trans- 
Atlantic messages, A company 
spokesman told The Citizen: “The FCC 
(Federal Communications Commission) 
has mandated anyone with the money 
and the will to set up an earth station 
without going through COMSAT. 

“COMSAT wouldn’t have taken any of 
the actions (of closing the station) if we 
hadn’t been pushed by the FCC, whichis 
ordering others into the business.” 

The dismantling of the venerable 
antenna will cost a total of $250,000, COM- 
SAT officials said, and it will be sold as 
scrap. The site itself will be closed by 
Jan. 1, 1987, they said. 

An official said there would be “some 
staged phasedown” before January Ist 
(1987). 

The company announced last week it 
would sell its interest in three other earth 
stations to AT&T for $55 million. But 
AT&T was not interested in purchasing 
the Andover site or another site in 
Brewster, Wash., a spokesman said, 
because of the age of these facilities, 

The spokesman said there were no 
plans yet for what to do about the 
employees at the Andover site or the real 
estate and buildings. “We will come to 
some conclusion (about the property) 
based on good business sense and the 
needs of the community.”

Certainly, it will look darker, which is 
what we wanted. When we converted to 
this new phototypesetting system, in 
place of the old Linotype machine, we 
were hoping to be able to match the look 
of the Linotype-produced paper, while 
improving the photos, ads and general 
readability. 

Unfortunately, because of delays in 
receiving typefaces from the manufac- 

* turer of our new system, we were forc- 
ed to use one of typefaces we had on hand 
instead of the one we had ordered 
specifically for the news.columns of the 
paper, 

Though not meant for newspapers, the 
typeface we chose for our first few 
months under the new system had 
larger-than-average characters and was 
light and attractive, though emphasis 
must be placed on the word “light.” This 
made it difficult for some people to read. 

Even my mother (my parents receive 
the paper weekly in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla.) told me recently, “I’m so glad 
you're getting the darker typeface.” 

In reality, it’s not darker, The amount 
of ink is what makes for light and dark. 
But it appears darker, This is because 
the lines that make up each letter are a 
heavier weight than the lines of the 

“typeface we have been using. 

If you were among those who felt the 
:type was too light previously, John 
‘ Brown and I hope you now find the paper 
. easier to read. If you were among those 

who liked the light typeface, we hope you 

will come to like this new typeface just

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THIS WEEK AT THE 
Moses Mason House 


Over 50 attended the June meeting of 
the Bethel Historical Society held last 
Thursday evening in the meeting room 
of the Dr. Moses Mason House. Featured 
speaker was Roland DeCoteau of Paris 
Hill, long interested in classical music, 
who described the career of William 
Rogers Chapman (1855-1935) in music 
and told something about the famous 
musicians who worked with him 
throughout his many years of conducting 
and working with musical organizations. 
Chapman was not born in Bethel but in 
Hanover, Mass.; he was, however, from 
an old Bethel family. He spent most of 
his. boyhood here and always called 
Bethel “home.” He was educated in New 
York City and studied music in Europe 
before becoming organist in the Church 
of Covenant in New York. He taught 
vocal music in New York City schools a 
few years and was founder of three vocal 
organizations: Mursurgia for men, 
Rubenstein for women and Metropolitan 
for mixed voices, 

It was for the Maine Music Festivals 
begun in 1897 that he was perhaps best 
known, In the 1897 Festival Chapman 
gives credit to Bethel’s Marian True 
Gehring for encouraging him to go ahead 
with this great musical adventure that 
was to bring him national attention, For 
the next 30 years Chapman brought some 
of the world’s greatest musicians to per- 
form for Maine audiences primarily in 
Bangor and Portland. Among those who 
participated in one or more of Chap- 
man’s. Maine Music Festivals were 
Lillian Nordica, Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink and Geraldine Farrar. Frequent- 
ly these musical artists would visit Chap- 
man in Bethel and occasionally local 
residents were treated to hearing a per- 
formance in Odeon Hall.

Job picture rosy for ’85 grads 


With the Maine economy outpacing the 
national economy, despite slowdowns in 
the shoe industry, the job picture for this 
year’s graduates looks bright, according 
to Telstar Guidance Counselor Dan Hart, 

Of the 17 (of 75) graduating seniors not 
going on for further schooling or frain- 
ing, 10 already have full-time jobs lined 
up, he says, 

While the job market for new grads has 
been relatively good the past few years, 
Mr. Hart says this year there are a wider 
choice of jobs available. “Maybe kids are 
finding more choices this year. They 
don’t have to take (just) something— 
they have a choice.” 

Mr. Hart notes that employers have 
been calling his office at a brisk rafe: two 
or three calls each month throughout the 
year looking for part-time help, and the 
number has increased to one to two per 
week looking for summer help. 

“I would say, for the most part, the 
senior class is in real good shape (for 
summer jobs),” says Mr. Hart, 

The state Department of Labor reports 
similar findings at the state level. The 
department's Division of Economic 
Analysis & Research, in its most recent 
report, states: 

“A total of 29,000 more people were 
employed in Maine during 1984 than in 
1983. This represents the largest increase 
in annual aver'aye resident employment 
Since 1942, 

“The year 1984...was the fourth con- 
secutive year in which Maine’s annual 
average unemployment rate fell below 
the national average. Maine’s 1984 an- 
nual ayerage unemployment rate was 6.1 
percent, compared with a national 
civilian rate of 7.5 percent. 

“Between 1983 and 1984, Maine's 
civilian labor force and resident employ- 
ment both grew at faster rates than the 
nation’s. Maine's civilian labor force 
grew by 2.8 percent, from an annual

average of 537,000 in 1983 to 552,000 in 
1984. Meanwhile, the nation’s labor force 
only grew by 1.8 percent...Resident 
employment in Maine increaed from an. 
annual average of 489,000 in 1983 to 
518,000. in 1984, for an over-the-year 
growth of 5.9 percent. This also outpac- 
ed the national rate of increase in 
employment, which only grew by 4.1 per- 
cent over the same time period. 

“Unemployment in Maine fell by 
14,000, from. an annual average of 48,000 
in 1983 to 34,000 in 1984. The statewide an- 
nual average unemployment rate drop- 
ped 2.9 percentage points to 6.1 percent 
in 1984, while the national rate fell by 2,1 
percentage points to 7.5 percent, 

“The strength and continued growth of 
the Maine economy was evidenced by 
lower unemployment rates in every 
month in 1984, when compared with cor- 
responding months in 1983, The 1984 
statewide annual average unemploy- 
ment rate of 6.1 percent was the lowest 
annual average rate since 1973, when the 
rate was 5.8 percent. The September 1984 
rate of 4.8 percent was the lowest mon- 
thly unemployment rate recorded in 
Maine since September 1973. 

‘The above (statistics show) a con- 
tinuation of trends in Maine’s labor force 
starting with 1980, The labor force, which 
equals the total number of residents 
employed and unemployed, has grown 
since 1980 in Maine by 8.9 percent, com- 
pared with 6.2 percent for the nation. As 
for resident employment, Maine's rate

The statewide unemployment statistics 
are just that: a statewide average. 
Broken down by regions, unemployment 
varied from a low of 2.8 percent in the 
Kittery-York area to a high of 11 percent 
in the Belfast and Caribou-Presque Isle 
areas, Oxford County’s rate has been 
around 7-8 percent. 

As for wages, average hourly earnings 
in the Lewiston-Auburn area increaed 
from $6.16 in 1983 to $6.58 in 1984—an in- 
crease of 6.8 percent, compared to the 
rise of 4.3 percent in the U.S. Consumer 
Price Index for the same period. 

In terms of job opportunities, the grow- 
ing employment sectors over the past 
few years. have been in non- 
manufacturing trades, particularly the 
wholesale and retail trade and the ser- 
vice industry, In the former, the number 
of jobs rose from 90,500 in 1982 to 102,100 
in 1984, In the latter, the number of peo- 
ple employed rose from 81,500 In 1982 to 
90,500 in 1984. 

Employment in lumber, wood- 
products and paper industries remained 
more or less constant, while employment 
in the shoe industry and in food process- 
ing dropped during the period.

In regard to his ancestry, Abe said, “I 
don’t know who my grandfather was. I 
am much more concerned to know what

Of books he said, “Books serve to show 
aman that those original thoughts of his 
aren’t very new after all.” 

Lincoln didn’t like prepared sermons. 
He said he like to have the preacher act 
as if he was fighting a swarm of bees. 

Of a dead general he once said, “If he’d 
known how big a funeral he would have 
had, he'd have died sooner.” 

After arguing for hours over the 
problem of how Jong a man’s Jegs should 
be in proportion to the rest of his body, 
two men came to Lincoln one day and 
asked for a judgment. Lincoln respond- 
ed as follows: 

“After much thought and considera- 
tion, not to mention mental worry and 
anxiety, it is my opinion, all side issues 
being swept aside, that a man’s lower 
limbs, in order ta preserve harmony of 
proportion, should be at least long 
enough to reach from his body to the 
ground.” 

Asked by one client whether a certain 
neighbor was a man of means, Lincoln 
replied’ “Well, t reckon he ought to be. 
He's about the meanest man in town,” 

When Mrs. Lincoln was first introduc- 
ed to Lincoln, he said he wanted to dance 
with her in the worst way. She accepted. 

“Well, Mary,” a friend asked, “did he 
dance with you in the worst way?” 

“Yes,” Mary replied, “the very worst.” 

He said of one speech he heard made 
during an election: “I never saw so many 
words compressed into so small an idea,” 

One woman once said to Lincoln: “I do 
believe you are the ugliest man I ever 
saw.” 

He replied: “Madame, you are pro- 
bably right, but I can’t help it.” 

And she said, “No, you can’t help it, but 
you might stay at home.“
